Hounds met at Dr. Thomas Neil’s 
on Monday, March 1ith. It was a day 
of good scenting conditions. This 
seemed apparent from meeting time, 
as Huntsman Maddox put it, when 
asked of conditions: ‘‘Yeah man, it’s 
fine’, and the outing proved one of 
the tops of the season. 

Hounds drew away through Dr. 
Neil’s and started a fox promptly on 
the old Moffett Burgess place, ad- 
joining Dr, Neil’s. ‘“‘We jumped him 
in the bottom, and we came back 
across Dr. Neil’s scouting,’’ said the 
Huntsman, ‘‘and carried all the way 
to ‘Steptoe’, before swinging back 
around to Burgess’ and Dr. Neil’s 
and then through Dr. Bob Humph- 
rey’s. From there Hounds were really 
running their fox, on across the road 
into Jim Ferguson and_ through 
Carl Furr’s, to swing again to ‘Step- 
toe’ and onto the Wildman Place. At 
this point we crossed Goose Creek 
and onto Col. Clifford’s. We stepped 
right along and Mr. Harry Whitfield’s 
watch said one hour and forty min- 
utes, when we lost on the road this 
side of Riticor’s. I’ve never seen a 
fox do so much road running as that 
fox did that day. He’d come out on 
the road then he’d run, sometimes 
two miles before he got off of it. 
When he crossed the Creek, the 
field had to go down the road a piece. 
When we got to them (the Hounds), 
they’d made a loss in the road. One 
time he came out of the road, off 
into Dr. Bob’s, then he ran all the 
way to Miss Crichton’s before turn- 
ing off. When he did, he didn’t waste 
much time whipping back. When we 
came out of Steptoe, he ran about 1 
mile on the road, right up to. the 
barn on the Wildman place before 
turning off.’’ 


Middleburg Hounds went out to 
meet a special Foxcroft School fix- 


ture last week, when only girls of 
the School and a few special friends 
were allowed to come along. This 
proved a good day. Said Huntsman 
Maddox: ‘‘We denned two and killed 
one. Man, Hounds ran! We went way 
over into Piedmont country and 
back,” 


“The first fox was started on Mr. 
Sands’ and circled over into Pied- 
mont country, then back to a loss by 
‘St. Louis.’ We stepped along here 
alright,’ said Maddox, ‘‘and then we 
got another fox up on the Parkins’ 
Place the ‘Benton Dairy Farm,’ and 
away we went around Goodwin's 
(now Mrs. Turner’s) and Willie 
Benton’s to a den. The third we got 
up less than 150 yards from the den, 
as Hounds whipped him away throu- 
gh Willie Benton’s, up through Hitt’s 
then circled him back and caught him 
in the open on the Parkins-Warburg 
Road, right in between these farms.” 


“Saturday March, 16, the meet 
was at Dover,’ and Huntsman Mad- 
dox continued; ‘‘it was windy as the 
very devil. We denned three. Neither 
one of them ran very long. Sach 
went ’round and ’round the hills and 
then ducked in. We started the first 
on Harry Furr’s, she went about 1-2 
mile to a den on Irving Leith’s. She 
had a collar on her, she looked like 
the fox Jamie McCormick had as a 
pet and who got away, last fall. Nick 
and Charley saw her laying on a 
rock. The second got up after a long 
draw, the wind was a fright, and we 
had crossed Mrs. Fairfax, Metcalf’s, 
Crompton Smith’s and ‘Sunnybank’ 
before we got her up on Ball Hill. 
She went about a mile and then went- 
in. Then we drew on up to ‘Dillon’ 
to get the third. She made about a 
mile circle and in she went too. 
Think that all three were vixen—s’

why they didn’t run no further. 


“Up at Hibbs Bridge meet, Man, 
we found, struck a hot one, ten min- 
utes after the meet, This day was 
almost as good as the day from Dr.

There was quite a contrast in the 
size of the field that met the Che- 
shire Hounds at Runnymede this 
morning, compared to the vast 
throng of over five hundred that 
gathered at the Red Lion on Satur- 
day for the Bayard Taylor Memorial 
Hunt. However, good sport, fortun- 
ately, does not depend on the size 
of the field, and although the ther- 
mometer was only eighteen at seven 
o'clock and there was a strong north 
wind, the Cheshire bitches ran quite 
brilliantly, and several people ar- 
riving at the meet reported having 
seen foxes enroute. It was, apparent- 
ly, one of those days when foxes are 
on foot and moving about the coun- 
tryside, 


Mullin’s Hill, the first draw, pro- 
duced three stout foxes, Hounds 
fortunately settling to the line of 
the one who pointed his mask across 
the beautiful Doe Run Valley and 
gave the small field a lovely gallop 
over this rolling vale to Darling- 
ton’s; then keeping the farm build- 
ings to their right, crossed the rail- 
way and the creek into the Jones’ 
farm, and swinging right-handed 
parallel to the railway ran with the 
utmost dash to Hood’s Corner, and 
crossing the swamp into South Club 
Hill, bore left-handed through this

pilot crossing the valley with the 
Hounds only half a field behind him. 
After racing through Vernon’s, 
Hounds were brought to their noses 
in Mullin’s wood, and turning right- 
handed, ran quite slowly to Spring- 
dell, scent being quite catchy on 
some large wheat fields, but on 
reaching sound turf again opposite

road ran completely out of scent on 
the high plateau east of Stony Bat- 
tery, after an hour’s good hunt.

Point Counting 
F or Hunters 


Four Foot Qualification Allows 
Half Value In Model Classes 
For Championship Honors 


Championship and Reserve Hun- 
ters, of Recognized Shows of the 
American Horse Show Assn., will 
this year be divided into two classes, 
Preliminary and Final. This is a de- 
parture from any previous policy 
and has already caused considerable 
discussion as to its merits among 
Judges, Exhibitors and Horse Show 
Committees.

liminary Class: 

To be shown at a walk, trot, canter and gal- 
lop.

To qualify for this class a horse must have 
won a first or two second ribbons performing 
over a hunter course at four feet or higher 
except in Maiden, Novice, Limit, Suitable. 
Green, classes for four-year-olds and under, 
Model, Hunter Hacks, Hunter under Saddle, 
Local and Pair Classes If more than four 
horses thus qualify only the four with highest 
total points may show (except in case of tie 
scores) If four horses do not thus qualify a 
total of four entries wiil be obtained by ex- 
tending eligibility to the top ranking horse or 
horses by virtue of total points irrespective of 
firsts and seconds 

Unless excused by the management all hors- 
es thus qualified must show in the Preliminary 
Hunter Championship Class 

No horse is elegible for the Hunter Champ- 
ionship Final which does not compete in the 
Preliminary Class 

If more than four horses are shown as a re- 
sult of tie scores, the Judges are to consider 
the soundness of each horse in the ring, ex- 
cusing any unsound horse immediately And 
horses so excused will not be eligible for the 
Championship Final 

Four ribbons will be awarded in the Prelim- 
inary Hunter Championship which will count 
5, 3, 2 and 1 points toward the Final. 

The following specifications hold 
for the Championship Class:— 

The Hunter Championship and _ Reserve 
Champion titles will be awarded to two of the 
four or more horses in the preliminary, by 
virtue of their supremacy in points won 
throughout the show 

In case of a tie score for either award the 
Judges will determine the winner of the tie 
on the basis of conformation, quality and 
substance. 


The American Horse Show Assn., 
has thus created a new class (with- 
out fences), in which points are 
awarded and counted towards The 
Championship at full value. Hereto- 
fore, this has been against the As- 
sociation’s policy, as they have for- 
merly awarded points at half value 
in classes with fences less than 4’ 
0”’ or classes with no fences. Under 
this year’s rules, a hunter may win 
in one class over 4’ run up enough 
points at half value, in classes such 
as Maiden, Novice, Limit, Suitable 
and Green, in which the older hunt- 
er i not eligible and then do well in 
the Preliminary and take the Hunt- 
er Championship on points. 


This condition creates a similar 
situation found in 1939, when a 
three year old or young hunter, 
could take the Championshp away 
from a more deserving hunter, in the 
eyes of the Judges, on points. 


Under the new rules, it is also in- 
teresting to note that ribbon winners 
in Model, Hunter Hacks, Hunters 
under Saddle, Local and Pairs Clas- 
ses count these points at half value 
providing the hunter has qualified 
in a 4’-0"’ Hunter Class.

TO ADD TO SPORT BEHIND HOUNDS 











After a visit to Mr. Plunket Stewart’s hunting country in Unionville, 
Pennsylvania, The Chronicle has come away with the conviction that several 
methods being employed by this great American Foxhunter in hunting his 
English pack, can be used to great advantage to promote sport throughout 
the country. There seem to be three great principles in evidence with Mr. 
Stewart’s Cheshire Hounds, all three of which in actual practice added great- 
ly to the sport of one particular day and all three of which could be used to 
advantage by almost any hunt who does not employ them. 

First, uniformity in hunting by the Huntsman. Second, great care of Fox- 
es. Third, employment of devices that aid in the pursuit of the fox once he 
has been found. Uniformity in hunting, means first, great clarity in hunting 
calls made by the huntsman. The Cheshire huntsman is an expert with the 
horn but the various calls are given and can be given with such regularity 
and such care that it becomes impossible for Hounds to mistake them and 
with practice every huntsman before being qualified to act in this capacity 
should be able to present his calls so that they are unforgettable. Hounds 
are treated to exactly the same procedure so that they always know what to 
expect. They learn to wait at covertside until the huntsman gives the sig- 
nal, and then as a pack, they rush into covert. They do not straggle, wait, 
have to be whipped from the huntsman’s heels. They are eager to draw and 
know what is expected of them. When collected to a View Halloa, they 
come with such speed they are able to pick up the catchy scent but a minute 
behind their fox and provide a run. 

In this connection it would be the greatest possible assistance if some 
instruction to young huntsmen could be arranged through the Masters of 
Foxhounds Association so that uniformity in calls and hunting methods 
could be achieved not only in one pack but in all, so that every pack could 
be harked, hunted, and called by identical methods. 

Real care of foxes is not observed in this country. Some establishments 
find it easier to put out foxes each year. A better arrangement might be the 
eare and feeding of foxes already there so that they might remain healthy. 
Any countryman with a love of animals and an interest in his work can soon 
learn the exact habitat of almost every fox in the country, and can protect 
them, even going so far as to feed them by hand, which The Chronicle view- 
ed in moving pictures taken at Unionville during the summer months. Foxes 
learn to run as Hounds learn to hunt. A good running fox who has been in 
the country for several years, is worth ten of the foxes put out who do not 
know where to go or how to run a line. Straight running foxes are essential 
and plenty of them for good sport, but they have to know the game as well 
as the Hounds. 

Finally, once the fox is up, the purpose is to provide sport. There is no 
reason then, why certain main earths should not be stopped if conditions for 
hunting seem unpropitious and foxes are going to be hard to find. Artifi- 
cial earths with two openings made with tile and with a raised box in the 
center are used frequently by foxes to escape Hounds. If it is difficult, due 
to bad scenting, to find, once a fox goes to earth in one of these dens, he 
can be bolted by a terrier and excellent sport provided where the whole day 
might be spent in dragging around unless such a provison had been made. 
These methods are commonplace in England, but they can be used to great 
advantage in America, and will result in better hunting in many establish- 
ments.

Some take the position that 
far more injuries occur to riders 
during Horse Shows or while train- 
ing for Horse Shows or in Steeple- 
chases and during training for races 
than during actual hunting. Some of 
us think that ordinary hacking re- 
sults in numerous spills that cause 
injuries.

I am wondering whether any hunt 
Secretaries or Masters keep any re- 
cord of injuries during hunts. 

Again it is my feeling that many 
hunting accidents take place not in 
jumping fences but result from 
horses stepping in holes or slipping 
on snow or ice. 

What I would like to know par- 
ticularly is what hunt officials think 
or know about real injuries, broken 
caused by 
horses or riders or both falling when 
jumping fences during hunts. 

When unfamiliar with fox- 
hunting thinks of hunting they us- 
ually get their impression from the 
many fox-hunting pictures they have 
they have read in 
are usually spills at 
fences. To me it is uncommon, I 
have had many spills, a good many 
very few at fences 
hunting. I am sure horses 
jump better, more carefully and more 
willingly when following Hounds 
than when schooling. I am sure they

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A Day With English Foxhounds In Penna. 


The Chronicle Has A Hunt With Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire Bitches Over The Grassland In 
The Doe Run Valley 


A day with Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Hounds in the great grass country 
that the President of the Masters of Foxhounds Association has developed 
at Unionville, Pennsylvania is a day worth remembering. There Mr. Stew- 
art’s English Hounds hunt from eleven in the morning until four or five in 
the afternoon, moving from one great fox covert to the next with every field, 
almost without exception, in the finest turf, and timber fences stretching 
mile after mile. There are no panels, there is no need for them, for when 
Hounds “Go Away” followers can ride their own line and jump where they 
please. It was The Chronicle’s privilege to hunt with Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire 
last Monday and, although the landmarks were unfamiliar, the Hound work, 
the country, the fine fencing and the sport provided, form an unforgettable 
picture. 

Hounds met at the Kennels at eleven. There were twenty five in the 
field. The wind was from the South, the sun was warm, the ground heavy 
from recent snow and rain. It was no day for good scenting conditions and 
yet the Field talked confidently of sport to come as if they knew from past 
experience that the English bitches were able to handle a South wind that 
has caused many a Master to give up all hope of sport. Hounds followed 
Huntsman Charlie Smith down across the first big grass field and came to 
covertside, a fine big wood. All across the field the bitch pack had clung 
close to the huntsman, not a Hound needed to be rated, for Hounds seemed 
content to trot behind his horse. To see them, one would imagine they were 
aware of bad scenting conditions and were not in the least concerned with 
the possibility of finding a fox. 

At the covertside, Charlie Smith stopped. The whips had moved to ad- 
joining positions at the far edges of the covert. Suddenly the huntsman 
raised his hand and waved Hounds into covert. The imobile mass of quietly 
watching Hounds was transformed in an instant into an eager pack that 
poured into the covert and spread out fan wise, drawing, drawing eagerly. 
They were hunting now and not one was left at the horse’s heels. It was a 
beautiful example of Hound control and one that is not often seen in this 
country where many times particularly in warm days, huntsmen have diffi- 
culty in making their Hounds draw and often they are seen dragging through 
coverts without leaving the horse’s heels. It was not the case here, for the 
bitches were hunting and hunting without hesitation. Charlie Smith’s high 
English voice sounded through the woods. The hunt was on. The call was 
repeated, following exactly the same note, pitched in the same key. No 
Hound had uttered a sound. There was no noise, no whip cracking, nothing 
but the Huntsman’s voice encouraging his Hounds. 

Two coverts were drawn up wind and then from one of the whips sta- 
tioned at a high point overlooking the covert came that grandest of all crys 
in the world, ‘“‘Tally-Ho, Tally-Ho.”’ It rang out in the warm March air and 
was answered by Charlie Smith’s horn in the woods. Hounds found the 
line and burst out of covert to settle to their work with real will. The fox 
made a short circle and then Hounds stopped after crossing a broad field, 
to carry it through another covert. The lead Hounds cast themselves but 
then their heads came up. The scent was woefully bad. With notes on his 
horn, the huntsman had the bitches together and commenced an excellent 
round your hat cast that when completed took Hounds in a complete circle 
from where the line had first been lost all the way round the spot but noth- 
ing could be done 

Drawing on with the wind coming steadily from the South the hunt 
came to a pleasant sloping field. Hounds were in the covert to the east. 
The Master with memory ever keen for the possibilities for sport in the face 
of difficult conditions directed one of his whips to ride through the tall 
broomsage cracking his whip. ‘‘We found a fox here a few weeks before,” 
Mr. Stewart remarked simply while his eyes watched carefully as the whip 
moved through the tall grass. In the distant wood the voice of the huntsman 
could be heard urging his Hounds. The field waited and then up sprang the 
fox where he had been lying sunning himself. A cry of ‘‘Tally Ho’’ brought 
an answering cry from the covert and hardly had the fox disappeared beyond 
the fence than the huntsman swept from the woods with his entire pack at 
his heels. There had been but one call from the horn and the pack had 
answered instantly. The bitches came at a gallop. The whole procedure of 
collecting twenty couples drawing through the woods and bringing them on 
at a gallop had taken scarcely a minute. It was a precious minute too, for 
the scent was wasting, but Hounds swept across the field, owned the line 
and were away on a straight line from Saw Mill’s wood with the Field hard 
pressed to stay with them. For ten minutes Hounds ran without a check and 
then a cur dog jumped up in front of the flying bitches. It was too much 
for one of the young lead Hounds and the destraction, lasting but a moment, 
took Hounds off that thin wavering bit of scent. The check was on Fulton’s 
Farm. The Huntsman was off his horse and rating the erring one and then 
they were on again, casting over the brow of Fulton Sheep Hill where the 
entire stretch of the Doe Run Valley rolled before the view of the Foxhunt- 
ers, mile after mile with the rail fences marking the boundaries, the neat 
farms, and the grass, field after field of it. 

Hunting up the Valley the rest of the morning Hounds could do nothing 
further and a halt was made for lunch where Mr. and Mrs. Stewart provided 
refreshments, tea and sandwiches for the Field from the Lunch wagon and 
Hounds had a bite for their labors. Then on to the business of the day and 
at about 2 o’clock a fox was viewed away and again the prompt manner in 
which the huntsman was able to collect his pack and put them on the line 
was alone responsible for sport. A pack that did not answer at once would 
have had no sport this day. It seemed even with the fox gone but two or 
three minutes, Hounds would be at a loss, but, no, they had it and with that 
high pitched cry of English Foxhounds which for quality is unlike any other 
Hound cry, they were off on a good burst that took the field over some of 
those post and rail fences at a rattling pace and then led up the hill to Stone 
Battery where it was fortunate that the fox went to earth in the artificial 
earth for the soft going and the steep hill had made horses gasp for breath. 

A terrier was brought and put in the earth which is in the form of a 
tunnel with a box for the fox in the middle. There was no sound for a few 


moments. Only the breathing of the horses. Huntsman Charlie Smith wait- 
ed poised at the end of the earth to catch the terrier should he push his fox 
out and start after him. Suddenly from what sounded as if it were deep in 
the ground, although in reality but a few feet, the faint sound of the ter- 
rier’s barking was heard. Nearer it came, nearer and then crack came the 
huntsman’s crop over the whole as out popped a big red fox. In a few 
minutes Hounds were brought on and then began a most interesting hunt. 
Scent was so light that Hounds could hardly honor it, but they worked per- 
sistently. A young bitch called Carnage, when it seemed that all was lost, 
kept working and her tongue suddenly brought others to her and the bitches 
were off. Across the great stretch of the Doe Run Valley, Hounds carried 
the line and always there rose in the afternoon air that great, high pitched 
note of the English Hounds, not loud, but pitched so high that it carried 
across the fields and brought horsemen along with shivers down their spines 
that only the cry of a Foxhound can give to a Foxhunter. Several times 
Hounds checked, some threw up their heads, their sterns waving slowly, 
puzzled, at a loss, but each time there was one Hound or another that per- 
sisted and from ahead, from the right, from the left, the cry rose and fell 
again, to take followers over Mullin’s Hill and on to Runnymede. On be- 
yond Hounds carried, crossing the river to Reynold’s woods and swinging 
back in a big circle to finally den in an artificial earth in Powell’s Woods at 
Runnymede where on a high hill, the Field looked down on Doe Run as it 
flows pleasantly down the vale past the home of the J. Stanley Reeves and 
on across the valley. An hour and twenty five minutes of excellent sport 
and every minute a hard hunt for Hounds. The pace was not slow, if it had

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Oracle II’s 30th Birthday 





Oracle II, who on the record, has two credited victories in The Maryland 
Hunt Cup, (to be run this year on April 27) will celebrate his 30th Birthday 
today, March 22. Arthur White rode Oracle If to his first triumph in 
1920 and the late Raymond Belmont scored with him in 1922. In 1923 came 
the memorable disqualification when Oracle WH, with Mr. Belmont up, finish- 
ed an easy first, off the record, but he and five others finished on the wrong 
side of the finish line and Judges’ wagon. (Red Bud, the 7th horse to finish 
was declared the winner). 

Mrs. Raymond Belmont bred and raised the son of Oxford—Little Gold. 
For three decades the great grey has been in Mrs. Belmont’s ownership, when 
he has raced, hunted and showed for her. Oxford was also owned by Mrs. 
Belmont, then Mrs. James K. Maddux, of Warrenton, and was by Faraday— 
Aunt Belle, by Sir Dixon. Mrs. Belmont purchased Little Gold, a chestnut 
filly, by Don de Oro (he by *Rayon d'Or) because of her Rayon @Or and 
Hermit blood, both famous jumping strains. ’Oxford produced Oracle IT from 
Little Gold as the result of his first cover. 

In 1910, the little foal that was to be named Oracle Il was black, with 
two white hind ankles and a blaze face. He grew to succeed in every variety 
of endeavor, from Show Championships to the plumes in the hunting field 
and Maryland, Meadowbrook and New Jersey Hunt Cups. He was never 
beaten in a race in which he stood up. He hunted for 15 years and never 
fell over a fence.—(Once he stepped in a hole and fell on the flat). 

Today in his 30th year, Oracle II roams the spacious paddocks of ‘‘Bel- 
ray” with all the care and attention that only the great are due. He exer- 
cises himself regularly, when loosed in the mornings, and when the Hunt 
goes by they have to take him in, for he would go on with Hounds regardless 
of the fencing.
